Recreation as Well as Indus- 
trial Needs Adding 1,500, 
000 Customers Annually

New York—Peak loads are coming 


more frequently to the producers and 
distributors of electric power. This 
indicates plainly the extent to which 
the business, recreation and hou 
hold lives of America interlock, one 
with another. 


The broadcasting of the inaugural 


ceremonies at Washington on Mon- 


v f>Ti«««>») i m^rk«"1 in"r*a«» in t 


number of kilowatt hours of current 
consumed, according to the public 
utility companies in various sections. 


In New York it is estimated con- 


sumption of electricity Monday night 
rose somewhere near 75,000 kilowatts 
above normal. People not only used 
current for radios but sat up later 
and burned more lights than usual. 
The broadcast of the Stribling-Shar- 
key fight at Miami Beach caused a 
jump of 54.000 kilowatts in New 
York Citv alone. 


NEED MODERN PLANTS 


This points inevitably to the fact 


(hat modern plant" are an absolute 
essential in providing current, since 
each must be able to take up an un- 
usual • load at a 
moment's notice. 


Plants wich wore regained 5.s models 
five years ago are obsolete now. The 
public cannot and will not be disap- 
pointed by failure of current. 
The 


day has gone by when people had 
a reserve supply of candles In event 
of current failure. 
New plants are 


required and they are being built as 
fast as financing and construction 
can be accomplished. 


The need for new plants is intensi- 


fied by the pace now being set by 
industrial operations. 
The volume 


of goods produced in January and 
February was greater than In any 
two corresponding months In any 
previous year. 
The March output 


probably will assure a new 
first 


quarter record of production for all 
time. A huge number of industrial 
plants have been electrified in whole 
or in part. Some started the use of 
current in a somewhat small way 
but now the demand is increasing 
steadily. 
The new plants already 


projected will cost between $850,000,- 
000 and $900,000,000. 


In view of this need, that part of 


President Hoover's inaugural address 
dealing with business is significant. 
He declared there must be a differ 
entiatlon between 
industries which 


orodueo commodities and public util 
ities. In the first, the laws insist on 
effective competition. In the latter, 
because a practical monopoly Is con- 
ferred by limiting competition, the 
services and rates must be regulated.

THE STAMP ACT 


One hundred and sixty-four, years ago today 


the British House of Lords passed the Stamp 
Act and made war with the American colonists 
only a matter of time. It gave the colonists their 
greatest slogan—"Taxation without representa- 
tion is tyranny." 


Practically every business transaction in the 


Colonies was taxed. More than 50 paragraphs ot 
tho 
bill affected various kinds of documents. 


These all began: "For every skin or piece of 
vellum or parchment, or sheet or piece of paper, 
on which shall be engrossed, written or printed 
. . . a stamp duty of (amount)." "A license 
for retailing spiritous liquors" cost three pounds. 
Packs of playing cards were taxed a shilling and 
"every pair of dice, ten shillings." 


Tho act brought an era of patriotic self- 


denial to the Colonies. The wearing of mourning 
for deceased relatives- was dispensed with, be- 
cause the cloth, was of British manufacture. 
Lamb was included in no patriot's menu, be- 
cause the number of wool-producing sheep had 
to he increased. 


The time soon came, however, when .sterner

A year or two ago Louis Brom- 


ficld wrote a novel that ho called "A 
Good Woman," using the phrase in 
sen ironical serise. ' Now a writer 
named Walter Vogdes has written 
a novel that .he calls "A Great Man," 
also uMng the phrase ironically. 


Tho tiouble with both the Brom- 


fleld book and the Vogdes book is 
that the novels do not live up to the 
titles. It, was a job very 
much 


worthy of. the best talents of a flne 
writer to write a novel about "A 
Good Woman" but Bromfield either 
wasn't equal to it or ho got lost in 
his task. Similarly an ironical novel 
about "A Great Alan" would be 
worthy of a groat writer, but Walter 
Vogdes has not brought it off. 


Take the familiar type of "great 


man" — great in his> own eyes and in 
the eyes of millions of others. There 
arc plenty of examples both in pub- 
lic and in private life. Analyze that 
'.•greatness" and display the interior 
sawdust with which tlio figure 
is 


^{uffcd. Do it all in such a way that 
the great man himself never even 
gets an* inkling of the fact that he 
is merely made of common clay, and 
you could get a novel that would be 
worthy of the attention of anyone.

INDIAN AGENT SAYS 


SUFFER THIS WINTER 


Only Two 
Aged Redmen 


Died During Cold Spells, 


^ Beyer Claims 


Despite the severe cold weather of 


the past winter, which resulted in 
some influenza 
and 
pneumonia 


among Indians on various govern- 
ment reservations in the state, only 
two elderly Indians on he Menom- 
inee reservation at Keshena died ac- 
cording to a recent statement issued 
by \V. R. Beyer, agent. 


Mr. Beyer's statement Is sub- 


stantiated by Dr. L. L. Culp, phys- 
ician for the Indian bureau at Ke- 
shena, who expressed the opinion 
that the 
MenomlnpM have v been 


"very fortunate". 
The situation on 


the Men^minee reservation, both men 
declared, is in contrast to conditions 
on the 
Chipp°wa reservation 
at 


Couderay. where 31 deaths have oc- 
cured in the past ten weeks. 


"There has been 
no want 
or 


starvation on • the Menominee res- 
ervation," Mr. Beyer said. "On the 
fifteenth of each month, known as 
'ration ray", each member of the 
tribe receives a quantity of salt pork 
and flour, in addition to the month- 
ly cash payment of $2. In case the 
Indian is unable to come after his 
supply it is taken to him by govern- 
ment workers." 


Similarly, arrangements are made 


for supplying firewootj to those In- 
dians physically incapable of cutting 
their own supply, Mr. Beyer said. 


It is probable that the severe cold 


weather has increased the number of 
Indians to whom supplies have been 
carried but other than that there has 
been no suffering revealed 
in the 


weekly trips of agency inspectors.

her former enemies with coins ever 
lastingly broke, has had one min 
or result that wasn't looked for. 
It has brought J. Pierpont Mor 


Kan, long known as "the most un 
democratic man in the world," ou' 
in the open where he can lv» s<?»n 
photographed, interviewed (occasion 
ally) and gaped at. He is one of the 
United States delegates. 


Mr. Morgan, whose brusque 
re 


serve symbolizes for most of the 
world the aloofness of great wealth 
just as his public record symbolizes 
the. power of great wealth, does not 
ordinarily, appear in public. News 
paper men in the New York finan 
cial district often do not even get a 
glimpse of him, from one year's end 
to another. Now, however, he is in 
the middle of the stage. It is a new 
experience. 


The prl\acy with which he in1 


•vctts his every act is a fundament- 
al part of the man bred into him 
from the cradle and not to be drop- 
ped easily. 


STORY OP HIS LIFE 


Morgan was born in Irvington, X 


Y., on Sept. 7, ^67. The son of a 
rich man, he was trained from birth 
for the position he would some day 
occupy — trained as carefully as a 
crown prince is trained in a mon- 
archy. The simile is not altogether 
unjustified; J. P. Morgan, 
senior, 


was a king, in a very real way, 
und the son, who succeeded him on 
his death, holds a power that few 
crowned monarchs have held. 


The young Morgan — Jack Mor- 


gan, he was called then — got his 
preparatory school training at Gro< 
ion, Ilass — one oC the most 
ex^ 


elusive boys' schools in 4mer'ca- 
From Gioton he went to Harvard. 
At Harvard he roomed alone and 
^jiiixcd'' very little with fellow stu 
dents. 


Graduating in 1SS9, Morgan 
was 


mariicd a jear later, to Jane N. 
Grew, and at once went to work 
under his father's tutelage to learn 
the banking business. After a* brief 
apprenticeship in New 
York 
he 


went to the Morgan firm's London 
office. 


Morgan returned to this country, 


to work beside his father, about 1900. 
lie came back just in time to ad- 
just himself to a great change that 
had come upon the banking world. 


Prior to '1000, a conservative "Wall 


Street bank —and the house of Mor- 
gan had always been conservative 
—confined itself chiefly to railroad 
financing. Industrial financing was 
left stncrc'y alone. But with the rap- 
id rii,c of American industry this 
attitude had to pass, and the elder 
.Morgan had a large -"part in-the 
change. First he organized the U. 
S. Steel Corporation,' first of the 
billion-dollar organizations. Then, a 
few years later, he brought about 
the organization of the International 
Mercantile Marine Company. 
AN INTERNATIONAL BANKEK 
In 1907 crime a great 
financial 


panic, and Morgan, close to his fath- 
er during thrfse trying times, saw 
another aspect of the financial world 
He aloo saw the beginning of the 
international 
banking 
business 


which eventually was to make the 
house of Morgan a power through 
out the work First — this was in 
1901 — came a loan of $50,000,000 to 
Japan. This seemed like an cnorm 
ous under-taking at the time, even 
though only half of the issue was 
sold in this country. 
Then 
came 


smaller dealings with other coun- 
ines. which helped school the young 
financier in this complicated field. 


Then, in 1913, the elder Morgan 


died, lca\ing to the son the direc- 
tion of all the firm's vast enter- 
prises. 


Contrary to public belief, the Ci- 


der Morgan did not leave a large 
fortune — not large in comparison 
with the tremendous extent of his 
activities. Wien taxes, deductions 
and shrinkages had been accounted 
for, the son found he had Inherit- 
r-d just $16,000.000 with which to run 
his own estate and the firm itself.

"When deciding whether to raise a 


suit-bid made by your partner, it is 
necessary 
to know, not only the 


strength of your own hand but 
also what strength your partner has 
shown by his bid. The more your 
partner has guaranteed, the less you 
need for a raise. Raises are of two 
kinds; if your partner bids, an op- 
ponent overcalls, and you advance 
your partner's bid, It properly may 
be called an "assist," but the word 
"raises" amply defiles it; if you ad- 
vance your partner's bid when there 
has been no overcall, it Is the type 
of raise 
generally known as 
a 


"jump." The same amount of sup- 
port Is required for the raise after 
a bid and the raise (jump) after a 
pass. 


Supposing that you are using the 


system generally adopted and that 
a suit-bid of one shows two high- 
card tricks and two other tricks, a 
s«_it-bid of two shows three high- 
card tricks and three other tricks, 
and a suit-bid of three shows a de- 
sire for a raise or Jump from the 
partner, if he has one probable trick; 
it becomes a simple matter to know 
just what strength is needed. 


Tricks in hand determine the origi- 


nal bid, but raising strength may be 
furnished by one or more of three 
different elements, viz: high cards,

The vote on the question of 
repealing: the Severson dry enforce- 
ment law, however.

something of a catastrophe. 


And he wants 
it emphasized to 


the public that It will not be voting 
only on the question 
of legalizing 


2 75 per cent beer, but will be decid- 
ing •whether all siaie prohibition en- 
forcement shall cease. 


That portion of the 
referendum 


which provides 
that the Severson 


law shall be repealed means that po- 
lice and sheriffs forces will be de- 
nied the power to enforce prohibi- 
tion; that there will be no state dry 
agents, and that only a handful of 
federal men will be available to stop 
violation of the Volstead act. 


Mr. Dixon is sure that many per- 


sons who might vote to legalize beer 
•would be opposed 
to repealing the 


state dry law. though they would fa- 
vor amending 
it to prevent state 


agents, police 
and 
sheriffs from 


making arrests for selling 2.75 per 
cent beer. 


As to the question of legalizing 


such per cent beer, he views that 
as, a Joke. Here's the way he ex- 
plains his attitude. 


Makers of home brew cannot con- 


trol the alcoholic content of their 
product. 
Home brew always con- 


tains more than 2.75 per cent beer. 
Those who make it -would,, there- 
fore, be subject to arrest by police 
if the state law is merely modified, 
and by federal men if the Severson 
act is repealed. 


The big breweries are equipped to 


keep the alcoholic content of their 
beer at any per centage they desire. 
At present they are keeping it below 
one-half of one per cent. They could, 
of course make 2.75 per cent pro- 
duct, but would not-dare do so. 


All the breweries are under heavy 


bond to the . federal 
jrvoernment. 


Should they manufacture 2.7 j per 
cent beer, and since home 
brew 


makers cannot keep their percent- 
age that low. Mr. Dixon wants to 
know how the public Is going to ob- 
tain 2.75 per cent beer. 


Repeal of the Severson act would 


deprive the state of nearly h<tlf a 
million dollars 
in fines and license 


fees. During the past year, a quar- 
ter of a million went into the school 
funds from that source. 


"When those who vote to repeal 


the state law discover a beer Joint 
erected on their block, they xilll be 
ready to bring beak state enforce- 
ment," he said.
